This Supplemental Reciprocal Agreement is made on 
this the seventh day of the month of February , 1994 bet 
ween the Governor of Karnataka (hereinafter called " the 
Government of Karnataka " which expression shall where . 
the context so admits , include his successors in office ) of 
the one part AND the Governor of Goa (hereinafter called 
" the Government of Goa " , which expression shall where the 
context so admits , include his successors - in - office ) of the 
other part. 


Whereas the draft proposal to amend the Supplemental 
Reciprocal Transport Agreement, which the Government 
of Goa proposed to enter into with the Government of 
Karnataka with regard to the operation of motor vehicles 
on inter-State routes , was published , as required by clause 

of Section 67 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1988 
( Central Act 59 of 1988 ) vide Government Notification No. 
HD ( T ) / 12-2 / 78- Vol. II., dated 10-3-1993, in 

the Official 
Gazette, No. II , Series III dated 10-6-1993 inviting repre-, 
sentations from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
within a period of 30 days from the date of publication of 
the Notification in the Official Gazette ; 


Whereas the Government of Karnataka and the Go 
vernment of the Union Territory of Goa , Daman and 
Diu , had entered into an Agreement aated 30-08-1982 vide 
Notification No. HD -133 - TMI- 81 (hereinafter called the 
" principal Agreement" ), to control the plying of transport 
vehicles on Inter - State routes between the State of Karna 
taka and the then Union Territory of Goa, Daman and 


Diu ; 


And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 


public on the 10th of June , 1993 ; 


And whereas the parties hereto have mutually agrees 
to further amend the principal Agreement. 


And whereas no objections and suggestions received . 


Now , therefore, this Supplemental Reciprocal Agreement 
witnesses and the parties hereto mutually agree as follows : 


Now , therefore , in exercise of powers conferred by 
sub -section (3 B ) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 
1939 ( Central Act 4 of 1939 ) the Government of Goa 
hereby publishes the Supplemental Reciprocal Agreement 
entered into with the Government of Karnataka set out 
below : 

The Agreement shall come into force with effect from 7th 
February , 1994 .

(ii) In the Schedule " B " . appended to the principal Agreement, the route at si. No. 11 shall be omitted . 

( iii ) In principal Reciprocal Agreement, the words " Public Carriers " and " Private Carriers" in clause- II shall be omitted and new clause " Goods Carriages" shall 
be substituted. The words in other paras mentioned as " Public Carrier " shall be omitted and "Goods Carriages" shall be substituted . The countersignature of public car 
riers for five hundred vehicles only shall be omitted and shall be substituted by Eight hundred vehicles for Goods Carriages permit. 

( iv ) The clause 3. of the Principal Reciprocal Agreement shall be omitted . 

IV ) In Principal Agreement 20 permits for 20. Contract Carriages and 50 permits for 50 contract carriages ( Tourist Taxis ) mentioned in Clause-2 of Supplemental 
Agreement shall be omitted and the following new clause shall be substituted , namely : 

" The Contract Carriage permit for motor- cabs (whether it is a Luxury - Taxi, Tourist, Taxi or Metered Taxi) of the operators of either States shall be coun 

tersigned upto limit of 100 vehicles (Motor-cabs ) " . 
(vi ) It was agreed that both the State Transport Undertakings may operate any one of their buses on Inter - State routes in lieu of the buses, specified in the permit . 

i) This Agreement shall come into force with effect from the date of publication of final notification in the Gazette . 
( viii ) Any clause of this Agreement may be amended or a new one added to it at any state after mutual agreement. 
( ix ) This agreement shall remain in force till it is reviewed and a new agreement comes into existence as a result of this review . 
( x ) Save as aforesaid , the Principal Agreement shall remain in full force and virtue,
